Premier Asquith Has Con-

general election is in prospect in 


Great Britain. Parliament will be 


dissolved November 20th latest re- 
ports have it, so that all the elections 
will be over before Christmas. 

When Premier Asquith returned 
irom his visit to King George at San- 
dringham, his election agent from 
Vifeshire was. awaiting him at his of- 
ficial’ residence on Downing Street. 
This is-taken as a sure sign that a 
general election will be held very 
soon. . The Jong conference of the 
party ‘leaders having failed to agree 
on the lord’s veto power, Premier 
Asquith’ called on. the King Friday. 
he premier’s purpose was to learn 
wheher ‘the Liberals, if they are re- 
turned to power at the coming elec- 
tion can rely on the royal preroga- 
live, to make as many peers as are 
needed to create a Liberal majority 
in the House of Lords. 

It, is assumed that the King gave 
his assent, otherwise Asquith would 


resign and Mr Balfour could — not 
meet parliament, a deadlock would en- 
sue. This would cause great financial 
loss to the country because the minis- 
ters have decided to leave the budget 
uncompleted until the new parliament 
assembles. An unpassed budget is the 
lever. which Asquith holds and the 
more powerfully and remorselessly 
he uses it the more his party will ap- 
prove. 


Lord Waldegrave, the unionist whip 
in the House of Lords, declared that 
the lords cannot be rushed into con- 
sidering the government's veto reso- 
lutions, that a general election must 
await their pleasure and that union- 
ist peers have a counter plan to pro- 
pose which requires prolonged discus- 
sion, But the ministers will not tol- 
erate any dilatory tactics and should 
the lords attempt them, the crisis will 
be cu short by parliament’s dissolu- 
tion. 

Queenstown, Nov. 14—John FE. 
Redmond, leader of the Irish party, 
and T. P. O'Connor, his lieutenant, 
have returned from America, where 
they have been touring in the Irish 
cause. Redmond'’s importance as a 
factor in the impending struggle is, 
everywhere recognized. O’Connor 
prophesies battle, and picks the Liber- 
als to win. At the worst, he says, the 
government. will 
about the same majority ‘as it has 
now.

NOTED SCIENTIST 
HERE FROM NORTH 


Professor Edward Preble, Head of United States Biological Survey, 


Completes Long Trip. 
} 

Professor Edward A_ Preble, head 
of the United States Biological Sur- 
vey, Washington, is in the city, a 
guest at the Alberta Hotel, after 
spending several months in the sor: 
thern regions, being the first natur- 
alist to explore the country through 
Which. he and his party traversed. 
Professor Preble is considered one of 
the foremost of American naturalists, 
and he is highly regarded, even by the 
Indians, who greatly admire his ex- 
pert use of the rifle and his great 
skill in the handling of canoes and as 
i snowshoer. 

Professor Preble’s trip was made 
officially, and he and his party collect- 
ed many specimens of animal life. 

This is the third visit Professor 
Preble has made to this country and 
he has now explored the whole of the 
Northern country from Hudson Bay 
to the Pacific Ocean, including the 
barren lands, which he visited in 
1907. 

In-an interview with the Capital 
this morning, Professor Preble gave 
the following version of his trip. 

Account of the Trip 

“We outfitted in Vancouver,” he 
said, “and left late in Vancouver 
for Wrangle, Alaska. From there we 


travelled by small boats to Telegraph 
Creek, where 4ve;took more supplies, 
including horses. We left Telegraph 
Creek, about July 24th and went south 
east along the Indian and Ashcroft 
trails to Klappan mountain, located at 
the head of the Klappan river, one of 
the branches of he Stikeen. At that 
point Samuel Muter, one of our party, 
turned back with part of the horses, 
and the Indian guide to Telegraph 
Creck, making side trips on the way, 
on which he did considerable shooting 
and collected specimens. The remain- 
der of the party, including myself, 
left Klappan on the 1oth of August 
and started southwest to the High 
mountains in which rises the Stikeen 
Skeena, and Findlay rivers. Most of 
this country is about. 4000 feet above 
the sew level and there are very large 
areas of timber there. The party 
saw a great number of caribou, moun- 
tain sheep, black bears, and moose and 
collected specimens of those accepta- 
ble. Besides the big, large animals 
we obtaind many specimens of smal-

tnconceivable that Onrario Conser- 
vatism woukl toherate Nationalism. 
They maintain that tt woukl be a case 
of trying to mix oi} and water. Iim- 
porialistic lonyism of n kind so ram- 
pant in Toronto woukl, they argue, 
refuse to countenance the anti-mili- 
tary spirit of the Quebec Nationialists, 

Anti-Laurier “Coalition. 

Against this others argue that, a 
servative-Nationalist coalition cam- 
pagn cowkl be carried on against the 
Liberal Government without bringing 
ciples of the two parties too closely in 
the two inherently-antagonistic prin- 
contact. They maintain that such a 
coalition would go Mar towards ‘the 
acomplishment of the “Dawn with 
Laurier” aims. 

Granted, however, ‘that the Conser 
vatives came back to power on the 
shoulders of such a coaléion, it is 
difficult to see just how they could re 
tain Nationalists’ support, for were 
the latter to remain true to their 
sevonn principles, they would be com 
pelled to reject the Borden navai 
scheme, and its embodiment in any 
definite policy couk? result onky in the 
most camplete split between Mr. Bor 
den aml Mr, Bourassa. Certainly the 
Conservatives woukt not dare to 
abandon their naval scheme to plense 
wie Nationalists. 

Would Admit Third: Party. 

All this presupposes the rise of a 
daminant third “party in” Quebec, a 
contingeney that the present Govern 
ment is net likely to allow without 
most vigorous oppositiom§ Alfter all! it 
seems doubtful that the Nationnifists 
can hope to accomphgsh great things 
so long as the two political camps re- 
main hostile to them. There aan at 
present be no parallel drawn between 
the Irish party at Westminster and 
the Nationalists The Irish have at 
‘least the sympathy of the Liberals, 
whereas here it will chave to be de- 
monsuated that Mr. Bourassa is per- 
sona gmta ‘to the great ‘majority of 
? Ur. Borden’s followers.

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UNITED STATES NOT 
A REPUBLIC 


As an illustration of the awkwardness of the sys- 
tem on which United States is governed, note the 
fact that while the country has gone overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic, the President and the Senate are 
still Republican. 

In other words, the people having voted Demo- 
cratic, have not a Democratic government, two 
vetoes still standing over the congress which they 
Nave elected. 

At the ‘present time the Republicans 
majority in the senate, counting the insurgents, of 
about twenty. When the states which have gone 
Democratic have elected their senators, the majority 
of the Senate will have beconie Democratic. But 
there .will:. still be a Republican president in the 
chair; and an election which might displace him and 
substitute a Democrat does not take place for two 
years yet. Simultancously with this election will 
come another election for congress. At this elec- 
tion the country might swing back to the Repub- 
lican side... In such case, the Democratic party 
would have had-a popular majority-for two years 
without ever haying had an out and out Demo- 
‘cratic government. 

The revulsion of feeling in the United States 
at the recent elections is generally attributed to a 
popular disapproval of high tariff. In order to get 
the tariff lowered, the people have had to wait two 
years in order to elect a congress. hey avill now 
have -to. wait;for another term until a senate is 
elected, and they then, if the president has the: 
effrontery to:veto, would have to wait another two! 
years to elect a president, at which time they would 
haye to elect a congress again and carry most of 
the states in order io be sure of the senate. 

The recent returns show that the vast majority 
of the people are in favor of dynamiting the tariff 
wall and’ moving a long, long way toward free trade,

CONGDON DESERVED HIS 
VOTE OF THANKS 


Congdon can should never ‘be anywhere except in 
the service of the public. 

Condgon’s. deliverance before the Canadian 
Club was one of the most remarkable that has been 
heard iin this city for many a day, remarkable alike 
ior its logic and its choice of language. 

In a-speech scarcely half an hour long, Congdon 
gave utterance to a vast amount of common sense, 
and he did not use any superlatives to do it. Some 
of the ideas brought out might almost be incor- 
porated in, the school readers as axioms. 

’ Among other things Congdon pointed out that 
while it was within the power of legislators to make 
laws which could be used to settle questions of 
right between man and man, it was not within the 
power of any body of law-makers to frame a statute 
which. would govern mens’ passions. 

It might be possible, he said, to frame statutes 
designed, to prohibit gambling, drinking, and licen- 
tiousness, but beyond the mere performance of the 
act was the passion, which was i® personal matter 
controllable only ‘by the man. 

There is room for many an hour's 
thought on this one point alone. 

In this country at the present time there seems 
o be a great desire on the part of same people to 
control the personal actions of some other people. 
The people who desire to do the controlling gener- 
ally adopt the attitude that- they themselves are 
free from the passions which drive the others to 
folly, and consequently they are qualified to regu- 
and 


late the others, who are bad people, 
should be regulated by law. 
To a man who believes that merality can be 


A man that can make avords behave like Fred 
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controlled by law dt never occurs that morality is 
more a matter of mental attitude than physical 
action. 

A little more deep thinking ‘on the part of the 
people who would enforce virtue by statute might 
lead to a better realization of they fundamental 
fact that the man who owns the passion within Ivis 
subconscious' self is the only individual in the world 
who can control it, and that the only law wiiche 
can be applied with any hope of success in the Jaw 
of charity, of love your neighbor. 

ilbert Hubbard says: “To know all is to forgive 
‘all.’ ‘Ihe great disadvantage under which the re- 
formers work is that they do not understand — the 
passions which they wish to suppress. If they did 
the laws would not be directed towards suppression 
and repression. ‘They would be directed toward 
greating conditions under which men could live 
more normal, more natural lives, free to develop a 
strength of character that could stand against the 
world, the flesh and the devil. 

‘Congdon received a vote of thanks from -the 
Canadian Club. THe deserved it for this one idea, 
and a vote of thanks each for ‘half a.dozen others 
quite as good. 


PROTECTION AND THE 
FARMER 


In the Canadian home of protection, ‘Toronto, 
they accept some very crude statements in support 
of the pet theory.

‘They would do as the maker of 
farm machinery does, arrange the price, and leave 
the problem of finding the money to pay it to the 
consumer. 

The price of wheat, for instance, is fixed by the 
Liverpool price, less the cost of. getting it there, 
and this is whe price which the farmer reecives 
whether the wheat he grows is consumed within 
ten miles of his field or ten thousand R 

Protection does not raise the price of wheat. It 
does exactly the opposite. Protection sends ships 
one way empty. It places a barrier to trade which 
undertakes to make it impossible for the country 
to buy from the people to whom it sells. 
ships which go laden with wheat cannot come back 
laden with tne products of the other country be- 
cause the tariff will not let them. ‘The farmer who 
ships the wheat pays the cost of the ship’s trip 
over with the load and back empty. This exaction 
is paid on every bushel of wheat grown, whether the 
wheat be consumed in London or Okotoks.

INTERESTING FIGURE 


Lives Very Simple Life and Has 
Confidence of Whole Por- 
tuguese People. 


A Lisbon correspondent of a Lon- 
don paper writes:— 

The most interesting man in Por-- 
tuga at the present moment is the new 
President Braga, who may be said 
without exaggeration to be the father, 
not only of this revolution, but of that 
of Brazil, having by ‘his teaching as 
Professor of History and Philosophy 
prepared the ground for both move- 


ments. He is a quict pleasant, and ex- 
tremely modest grey-haired man of 


67, whose unassuming manners may 
be inferred from the fact that after 
being elected the first resident of 
the Poruguese Republic, he returned 
home as usual in a second-class com- 
partment to the unpretentious little 
house which he. occupies in the sub- 
urbs, quietly receiving the congratu- 
lations of his richest and humblest 
friends, and deprecatingly acknowl- 
edging the frantic ovations of his fel- 
low-passengers. 

Senor Braga, as may be imagined 
had not many’ spare moments, but he 
was kind enough to devote a few 
of these to receiving me and entrust- 
ing me with a message for the En- 
glish-speaking people. He particular- 
ly desired it to be understood that the 
revolution had no military or person- 
al aims, but, like those of Brazil and 
Turkey, was purely the outcome of 
philosophical ideas. © The ‘Braganza 
dynasty had failed to keep abreast of 
modern progress, and had done noth- 
ing to render the people master 
their own destinies. 

This revolution, he said, like the two 
preceding ones, was based on the em- 
ancipation of the popular sentiment 
and aimed at the completerealization 
of civil life, untrammelled by preju- 
dices clerical dominations.

“Labor,” he said, “was once de- 
signed as a curse upon humanity, but 
it has turned out tobe one of the 
greatest blessings.”
